| made no attempt to escape. He was wounded 
slightly by flying splinters and was drenched 
with the blood of his victim. Hesurrendered 
himself to the authorities, saying cooily: 

“I don't care. I have done my job." 

He shouted loudly all the way to the police 
station: Freedom! Freedom!” 

The bombthrower is a young man, prob- 
ably 30 years old. He was dressed as 4 
moujik, but obviously does not belong to the 
peasant class, and doubtless is a student. * 

The othér assassin was arrested by a police- 
man, who overtook him as he was running 
from the scene of the assassination. The man 
carried a revolver, but made no attempt to 
use it. He expressed gratification that the 
Grand Duchess Elizabeth was not accom; 

Details of the Tragedy. 

Ae the point chosen for the assassination 
was within the precincts of the Kremlin that 
- are little frequented and at the actual mo- 
ment practically deserted, it is difficult to 
obtain a precise story of the killing. . 

From the best available sources, however, 
it is learned the grand duke entered his car-! 
riage at the main entrance of the Nicholas 
palace, intending to drive to the private, 
bathhouse in Tverskaja street, which he oc- 
cupied when governor general. 

Grand Duchess Not with Him. 

It was the first time for several weeks that 
he had driven unaccompanied by the grand 
duchess, who always has been popular 7~ 
all classes. The grand duke was perfy-t 
well aware of the he ren when sho was 
not with him. 

It is known that the grand @echess hed 
received an anonymous warning advising her 

not to drive out with her husband, as he 
would certainly be assassinated in the streets. 
The grand duchess apparently was unmoved 
by the threats, and only the fact that the 
grand duke went to the bath kept her in- 
doors, and so averted a tragedy even more 
horrible than the one that occurred. 

At the moment of the explosion the grand 
duchess was at the Kremiin, superintending 
work for the wounded at the front, and was 
about to proceed to the residence of the gov- 
ernor general, expecting to meet her hus- 
band there. Her carriage-was waiting out- 
sid» the Kremlin. 

Duke Rides in Shabby Cab. 

The carriage, which was a closed shabby, 
one not likely to attract attention, was 
driven up the wide roadway between the 
Chudoff monastery and the great bell tower 
im the direction of the Nikolsky gate, which 
opens on the grand square. Two ordinary 
cabs containing detectives followed at a 
little distance. \

‘Explosion a Terrific One. 

The force of the explosion was terrific. 
It was heard all over Moscow. It shat- 
tered all the windows of the law courts 200 
yards away. 

The carriage was blown to pieces and the 
grand duke was killed instantaneously. The 
condition of the body was frightful. The 
head and limbs had been torn from the trunk 
and the clothing was in tatters. The body 
could scarcely be recognized as that of a 
man, much less identified as that of the grand 
duke. The head was blown to atoms, A mass 
of brains was found nearby by & woman wko 
handed it to a police commissioner. The 
grand duke’s pocketbook, - which contained 
letters and money,’ wae forty: yards 
away. 

Coach Wrecked; Coachman Killed. 

- The explosion rent. the carriage from the 
box, and the coachmesp wae frightfully in- 
jured, but by some chance the horses were 
not touched. They dashed frantically across 
the square, the coachmanm screaming as he 
lay on the ground A policeman and @,watch- 
man, who were the only eye witnesses of 
the assassination, stopped the horses and 
picked up the coachman, He was in his last 
gasp and died before he could be taken to. 
the hospital. 

_ Officials, police, and soldiers rushed up from 
all qharters, and at once closed the massive 
gates to the Kremlin, so that the murderers 
could not escape. This is said to be the first 
time these gates have been closed since Na- [| 
poleon’s visit. 

Bomb of Fearful Power. 

The bomb evidently was charged with the 
same high power explosive which wrought 
Minister von Piehve's death. The missile 
was packed with nails and fragments of tron, 
and its frightfully destructive power was 
shown by the fact that the imperial victim's 
body literally was blown to pieces. — 

Grand Duchess on the Scene. 

The remains of the grand duke were col- 
lected and placed in a sheet with as much 
decency as possibile for removal to the palace.

In spite of police pre- 
cautions a few men forced their way into 
the courtyard, stood about in whispering 
groups, and picked: up pieces of the grand 
duke’s coat. One with a horrible taste for 
details displayed a few fragments of charred 
flesh. The procurer soon arrived and the tn- 
truders were @riven out and the gates of 
the Kremlin closed finally on the tragedy. —

SURPRISE ATST. PETERSBURG 


People Discuss News of Assassination 
as if It Waea Prearranged 
Event. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
ST.’ PETERSBURG, Feb. 17.—One of the 


most remarkable features of the reception 
here of the news of the assassination of 
Grand Duke Sergius was the rapidity with 
which it spread. No newspaper mentioned 
the Killing, yet in half an hour after the 
great revenge had been accomplished every- 
body in St. Petersburg was discussing it. 
There is an excellent telephone service be- 
tween the two capitals, and the intelligence 
was conveyed to a hundred centers with the 
promptness equal to the transmission of the 
news of a prearranged event.

Plotting to Kill the Czar. 

In March, 1887, a plot against the life of 
Alexander Ill. was fustrated. Two hundred 
arrests followed, of whom seven were exe- 
cuted. : 

On Oct. 29, 1888, another attempt on the life 
of Alexander ITI. was made. The tmperial 
train was derailed, near Borki station, in 
southern Russia, and twenty-one persons. 
killed. The czar himself was slightly hurt. 

This attempt on the life of the czar was 
followed by still more repressive measures. 
Count Tolstoi, who had succeeded Gen, Ignia- 
lieff as chief minister, brought in a program 
of administrative changes substituting a 
centralization for local self-government, 
virtually abolishing the zemstyos which had 
been created in 1864. The program was 30 
radical and so extrenie inits reactionary ten- 
dencies that the grand council of ministers 
refused to sanction it. Alexander LII., how- 
ever, approved it, and jt went inté effect in 
February, 1899. 

For,ten years the same struggle continued. 
The nihilists had dropped into the back- 
ground, but their demands for popular gov- 
ernment were taken up by the student bodies.

Rule of the Cossacks. 


In 1901 the popular agitation became so 
widespread that the governméht began to 
show signs of alarm. The year began in- 
auspiciously for the government. First, the 
holy synod saw fit to excommunicate Count 
Tolstoi. This act was followed by riots fn 
St. Petersburg, in which the Cossacks 
charged the crowds and attacked the peo- 
ple with the knout, Seven hundred students 
were arrested in St. Petersburg and 1,300 tn 
Moscow, Odessa, and Kharkoff. 

M. Sipiaguine, minister of the interior, was 
assassinated April 15, 1902, by a student at 
Kieff, who afterwards was hanged. Sipia- 
guine was succeeded by Von Plehve, the 
leader of the reactionary party. 

Execution of Von Plehve. 

Von Plehve exceeded all his predecessors 
in his ability to play the r6éle of a tyrant. 
He was the subservient tool of the grand 
dukes. and as long as he was permitted to 
live he ruléd with the knout and the Cos- 
sacks’ saber. He was assassinated, how- 
ever, on July 28, 1904, while he was on his

SERGIUS CALLED A MODERN IVAN 


Assassin’s Victim Regarded in Every 
Capital of Europe as the Leader of 
Supporter of the Autocracy—Blamed 
for Tragedy at the Coronation of 
the Emperor—Accused of Stealing 
Red Funds. 


Grand Duke Sergius has been called the 
“ Ivan the Terrible ” of modern Russia. For’ 
years he has been known in every capital in’ 
Europe as vicious, cruel, unprincipled, a 
fanatical enemy of Jew, Protestant, and Ro- 
man Catholic, a leader of the reactionary 
party, the stanchest supporter of the aAu- 
focracy, and the bitterest enemy to the as- 
pirations of the Russian people for a more 
enlightened form of government. — 

Sergius was born at Tsarskoe Selo on April 
29, 1857. He married Princess Elizabeth of 
Hesse-Darmstadt on June 3, 1884. The prin- 
cess was a sister of the present czarina, 
and the daughter of Princess Alice, sister of 
King Edward of England. Sergius, there- 
fore, was not only the czar’s uncle but his 
brother-in-law. 

Life a Tragedy for Russia. 

The life of Sergius was a long succession 
of tragedies. He was first brought into 
prominence at the coronation of the presert 
czar at Moscow in 1895. He had charge of 
the arrangements for the distribution of ths 


emperor's gifts to the poor. A panic at- 
tended the affair, and several thousand 


crushed to death. The responsibility for the 
tragedy was placed on{ the shoulders of 
Grand Duke Sergius. . 

But it was not until he had been appointed 
governor general of Moscow that his real 
character stood revealed to the world. One 
of his first acts was to promulgate a series 
of measures against the Jews. As a result 
to this day a Jew, rich or poor, is not per- 
nfitted to pass a night within the confines of 
the city of Moscow. 

Ruled Moscow with Iron. = * 

Sergius called to his aid Gen. Trepoff, son 
of the famous chief of police whom Vera 
Zasulitch tried to assassinate more than a 
quarter of a century ago. Trepoff was made 
chief of the Moscow police. He executed all 
orders Sergius gave him, and Moscow was 
ruled with a hand of iron. Student demon- 
strations were ruthlessly dispersed. Revolu- 
tionary societies were rigorously suppressed. 
The jails were filled with persons suspected 
of republican tendencies. 

As Sergius grew in power he gradually as- 
sumed the leadership of the reactionary 
party and became the head of the grand 
ducal cabal which assumed control of the 
czar’s administration. 

Sergius was one of the leaders of the war 
party, and his name became involved in the 
Red Cross scandal immediately after hos- 
tilities began. | 

Red Cross Fund Disappears. 

When the empress appealed for funds to 
aid the Russian Red Cross, the people re- 
sponded and $4,500,000 were contributed with- 
in a few weeks. Of this sum $1,000,000 dis- 
appeared. The scandal was hushed up in &t. 
Petersburg, but it was declared in circles 
which royal influence could not reach that 
the $1,000,000 contributed for the relief of 
sick and wounded Russian soldiers in Man- 
churia had been " diverted” to the pockets 
of Grand Duke Sergius. 

In this connection a curious story has been 
printed, Early in the war Sergius called 
upon the patriotic people of Moscow for 
contributions for the same purpose, and one 
of the wealthiest men in the city, who owns 
several large woolen mills, contributed 100,- 
000 biankets.

There are, of course, grand dukes, 
but the reports from St. Petersburg of plans 
of a grand ducal party puzzle me. 

“ And it is true there is a secret organiza- 
tion which doubtless carried out the plan of 
killing the grand duke. It was not because 
he was a relative of the czar they killed him, 
no, but because of his position as governor 
general of Moscow. I do not believe students 
of the university were insucha plot.

“An afternoon paper has put me in an 
awkward position by using incorrectly some 
statements I made to some third party—for 
I did not see a representative of the paper.

“The question is serious, and I have faith 
that the intelligent, patriotic, and courageous 
American people will solve all these prob- 
lems.

The senate committee on judiciary today 
introduced the resolution providing for a 
vote of the people in 1906 on calling-a consti- 
tutional convention.

Pipe Lines Common Carriers. | 

The house today, without a difenting vote, 
passed the bill making oil pipe lines common 
carriers. This is the second bill directed 
against the Standard Oil re and was 
opposed by the Standard interests. It has 
‘passed the senate and is ready to be signed 
by the governor. : 

Without this bill the refinery plan could not 
have been carried out, owing to the lack of 
pipe lines owned by the state. Now, however, 
the state ofl can be piped through the Stand- 
ard’s lines. 

The anti-discrimination bill, designed to 
prevent the Standard from underselling the 
.state refigery, will be made a special order 
for next Monday. This bill make it unlaw- 
ful-to gell any commodity in one town of the 
state lower than in another, except with such 
difference as may be necessary through 
freight rates. Thus the Standard will be pre- 
vented from cutting the price of oil to meet 
the state price any place in the state unless 
it reduces ‘the price for the whole state. A 
fight is being waged on the bill by Kansas 
jobbers, as its provisions apply go all others 
as well ag to the Standard. 


Says Jobbers Are Cause. 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 17.—John O’Brien, 
assistant general manager of the Prairie 
Oi} and Gas cempany, which handles crude 
oll produced in the Kansas and Indian 
territory oil field, discussed the conditions 
in the Kansas fleld. He said: 

“The Prairie Oil and Gas company’s de- 
termination to suspend further construction 
cperations in the Kansas and the territory 
field follows a hostile agitation designed and 
carried out, mostly by stock jobbers, to in- 
jure the Prairie Oil and Gas company (orthe 
Standard Oll company, as they term it). 

“There are sixty-four companies {n the 
field, each capitalized at $1,000,000 and over, 
or an aggregate of about $74,000,000, with an 
aggregate productioin of 1,558 barrels per 
day, or about twenty-one barrels production 
per day to each $1,000,000 of capital.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—Funds to 
prosecute the inquiry into the methods of 
the Standard Oil company in Kansas were 
asked of the house today by Secretary Met- 
calf of the department of commerce and 
labor. He says the inquiry cannot be com- 
pleted before July 1. His suggestion is that 
the unexpended balance of two items of 
$46,000 and $15,000 appropriated to carry on 
the beef trust inquiries be made available. 


Colorado Bill for a Refinery. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. 17.—A bill for the es- 
tablishment of a state oil refinery was intro- 
duced in the legislature today. It provides 
for an appropriation of $125,000 for the erec- 
tion and operation of a refinery. The price 
of crude oil in this state has recently been 
reduced from $1 to 80 cents a barrei.

REVEAL SCANDAL

Washington, D. C.,. 17.-{Special.}— | 
All the members of the isthmian canal com- 
mission, according to the unanimous view of 
the house committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce, have rendered themselves 
Usable to peremptory dismissal fromi office, if 
not severe punishment. er, 

It wag disclosed at today’s hearing before 
the committee, at which the affairs of the 
Panama railroad were being’ investigated, 
that.every member of the commission had 
accepted amounts aggregating from $600 to 
$1,000 a year for acting as directors and mem- 
bers of the executive board of the,railway 


Their acceptance of these feed was con- 
strued to be in diréct violation of President 
Roosevelt's order, isaued May 9, 1904, in 
which occurs the following paragraph: 

" No salary or per diem allowance, in ad- 

ition to stated salaries and per diem allow- 
ances, will be allowed to the commissioners by 
reason of their membership on the beard of 
directors of the Panama railway company.’’ 

In the face of this prohibition every member 
of the canal commission, for nearly a year, 
has been accepting $50 a month for attend- 
ing the semi-monthly mestings of the board 
of directors, and at least three of their num- 
ber in addition. have been receiving around 
$40 a month for attending four monthly meet- 
: ings of the executive committee of the board.

Questioning Causes Admissions, 
The admission of these facts was made 
with evident reluctance by BE.

“Forget” Roosevelt’s Order. 7 

Mr. Drake did not recall that the commis- 
sioners, on the occasion when they discussed 
the propriety of accepting compensation 


President Roosevelt's executive order of May 
‘9, 1904, which, in terms unmistakable, made 
euch acceptance a violation of théir duty, if 
not of the law. 

Secretary Drake's admissions created a 
sensation in the committee room and led Mr. 
Hepburn to suggest that the committee forth- 
with adopt resolutions submitting the testi- 
mony of Drake to the president and attorney 
general for their action. 

While this suggestion received the sanc- 
tion of the members of the committee, it was 
not deemed advisable to act upon it at once. 
They are of the opinion that much additional 
information concerning the conduct of the 
canal commissioners in their other capacity 
as railroad directors wil be disclosed at 
future hearings, and they feel that the com- 
plete presentation of the facts will be more 
satisfactory to everybody concerned than 
merely to call attention to the violation of 
the executive order of last May. 


Buys Stock for Directors. 

The hearing disclosed, among other things, 
that Admira! Walker, in order to qualify as 
a director of the company, purchased 100 
shares of stock in the open market, and gave 
each of his colleagues a share, so they also 
might qualify as directors. 

This stock still is owned by Admiral 
Walker, and upon it he has received a divi- 
dend of 8 per cent, which was distributed 
shortly after the government assumed pos- 
session. The members of the committee do 
not coatend that the acceptance of this divi- 
dend upon stock which he purchased with his 
own money constitutes a violation of ethics 
or of law on the part of Admiral Walker, but 
. they are of the opinion that he shouid have 
solid his stock to the government as soon as 
the change of ownership was made. 


Delighted Over Denouement. 

Members of the committee on ‘interstate 
and foreign commerce are delighted over to- 
day's denovement, because they foresee it 
will pave the way fo an easy solution of the 
difficulties which confronted President Roose- 
yelt in his desire to get rid of he commis- 
sion. Mr. Hepburn and his associates have 
no doubt that as soon as the facts brought 
out at the hearing are submitted to the presi- 
dent, he peremptorily will remove Admiral 
Walker and all his colleagues from office, 
with the exception of Gov.

WILL. OUTLINE POLICY. | 


Auxiliary Finance Committee of 
150 Is Decided On at Con- 
ference of Leaders. 


John Harlan, republican candi- 
date for mayor, will open his campaign, prob- 
ably next Thursday night, in the central 
district of the city.

In 1874 Murray was sent for by the attorney 
general of Canada to becoshe chief of detec- 
tives of the Canada Southern. In this field 
he had charge of all the criminal business 
of the provirice. 

it was Murray who captured Reginald 
Birchall, who murdered the young English- 
man Benwell, in Blenheim swamp some ten 
years ago. The body was found by two 


brothers who lived in the vicinity and were 


working in the swamp. 

Murray went over the ground inth by inch 
on three separate visits. He did this hop- 
ing for some clew, some bit of a label, some 
Mttle button, some shred out of his past Mfe, 
that might be lying in the swamp land. On 
his last search he came upon a cigar holder 
with an amber mouthpiece, marked F. W. B. 
It wae half buried, as if it had been st 
upon. .It was the first clew. | 

Six days after the finding of the body a 
man and woman arrived at Princeton, in 
Canada, where it was buried and asked to 
see “the body of the young man who had 
bee found in a swamp and whose picture 
had been printed in the papers." They said 
they had crossed from England recently, 
and on the same ship was a young man who 
resembied strongly the picture of the dead 
man, The man was Birchall. 

After Murray talked a while with Birchall 
he told him that ‘his conversation was most 
valuable, and, producing his notebook, asked 
him to repeat it. This he did, and Murray 
took it down. Birchall and his wife agreed 
to meet Murray at the Falls and get the lug- 
gage of the murdered man out of the custom 
house. With this promise t.:e first interview 
closed. The detective and Birchall and his 
wife shook hgnds and parted. 

Murray was sure that the man was lying, 
and he at once made up his mind to shadow 
him. And this he did successfully. Bit by 
bit he proved that Birchall was the mur- 
derer; that he had enticed Benwell from 
England to Canada on the plea of taking him 
as partner on a stock farm. Benwell had 


‘money. In the party was another young 
Englishman by. the name of Pelly, who also 


would probably have been murdered by 


Birchall if the opportunity had offered. 


Birchall, it was proved afterwards, was 
known in Canada by other names. He passed 
himself off as a Lord Somerset. But his 
real business was that of a murderer. ‘“ He 
had adopted lifetaking for revenue as a pro- 
fession promising rich returns. He had be- 
come deliberately a professional murderer.” 

The trial of Birchall will be well remem- 
bered even today. He was hanged one cold, 
gray November morning, and went to his 
death ghastly white but without a tremor. 
During the last months of his life he wrote 
an autobiography in which he omitted many 
salient facts of his career, and In which he 
did not confess the crime. He was calm and 
collected even to the end; and just before his 
execution he shook hands with Murray, and 
said: ‘‘ I found you always a gentleman, and 
you did your duty, and I have no hard feel- 
ings against you.” 

This was probably the most famous case 
that Murray ever worked up, and it brought 
his name before the public as has no other 
case with which he was connected. 

Within the last few weeks a number of new 
authors have been discovered. ‘There is the 
youngster who won Collier's $5,000 prize, and 
there is young Charles Stewart of Chicago, 
whose first book was instantly accepted by 
the Century company, and will be published 
in the course.of a few days.

physical conditions and natural products of 
North America, and a portrayal of the life 
of the American Indians. He condenses a 
great deal of matter into small compass. 
The conclusion towards which all tends Is 
that everything in America was favorable 
for the reception of the white race; the In- 
dians presented the only formidable obstable, 
but they were not in condition to do more 
than eheck the wave of civilization. This 
followed at first the lines of least resistance, 
but spread till it covered the whole land. 

Dr. Farrand has been singularly clear'and 

concise in his account of the fauna and flora 
of North America. On the other hand, his 
account of the several Indian tribes, while 
brief and adequate in each individual case, 
leaves in mass a certain confusion of tribes, 
regions, and centuries. The history of the 
Indians is brought down to the present time, 
no doubt on the theory that the age of civ- 
{lization is not over until the last red man 
has been replaced by the white and mixed 
races. 


In volume IIL, Spain in America, Prof. Ed- 
ward Gaylord Bourne of Yale not only dis- 
cusses the division of the world between 
Spain and Portugal, the early discoveries, 
and the subsequent exploration and coloniza- 
tion, but traces the effects of Spain's colonial 
policy down to the year 1821. The inclusion 
of this latter matter, which at first appears 
strange, is justified by the fact that the 
American nation now possesses territory 
which was ruled by Spain two, three, and 
even four centuries. 

Taking advantage of our recent acquisi- 
tions beyond the seas, Prof. Bourne devotes 
much space to Magellan, whose portrait 
forms the frontispiece. He considers the voy- 
age of Magellan a much greater exploit than 
the discovery of America. The latter an- 
ticipated by only a few years the certain 
aiscovery”“of South America by the Portu- 
guese en route to the Indies. Hence Colum- 
bus, in the author’s opinion, was rather lucky 
than an indispensable factor in the discov- 
ery of America. 

Columbus’ failure to realize that he had 
discovered a new world is responsible for 
the fact that the continent bears the name 
of Amerigo Vespucci. The misfortunes of 
Columbus in his later years were not due 
to the ingratitude of his sovereigns or to 
jealous intrigue, but to his own incapacity 
as a governor. 

Volume IV., “ England in America,’’ by 
Lyon Gardiner Tyler, president of Will- 
jam and Mary college, implies in its title that 
the American colonies were nothing but out- 
lying portions of the English nation, Eng- 
lish in thought, in manner of life, and in all 
traits peculiar to the island kingdom. The 
gradually widening divergence from the type 
remaining In England was due not so much 
to new conditions as to the fact that the 
political disturbances at home culminating 
in civil war left the colonies free to develop 
along lines already indicated in the English 
character at the time of separation. , 

The first thing to develop, then, is the rea- 
son why men of England sought for homes 
on a distant shore. The way in which Pres- 
ident Tyler brings out the spirit of adventure, 
the desire for greater freedom, the defiant 
attitude towards other foreign nations shows 
how far from the truth those have been who 
have found the controlling motive to be either 
religion or love of gold. | 

Taking up the séparate colonies in detail, 
an old story is told tn a fresh and interesting 
way. Sir Walter Raleigh is the hero, of 
course, but Drake, Gilbert, Smith, and the 
other adventurers have full justice done 
them. Against certain suspicious critics 
President Tyler defends the story of Poca- 
hontas, and fortifies his position by paraliel 
instances of undoubted authenticity. t 

The period covered is from 1580 to 1652. In 
the latter yéar Virginia surrendered to the 
parliamentary commissioners, and the au- 
thority of parliamentary England was rec- 
ognized throughout English America. 

Volume V. brings the history down to the 
year 1689 under the title “ Colonial Self-Gov- 
ernment.” Prof. Charles McLean Andrews 
of Bryn Mawr ts the author of this volume. 
It brings out the widely varying character 
of the different colonies in America and at 
the same time the steady determination of 
the colonists under all the forms of govern- 
ment to enjoy self-government in internal 
affairs. In this the English colonies differed 
from. all others in the world. The home gov- 
ernment commanded, -the colonies evaded, 
and finally defied. It was the new growth 
of England, the quickening interest in com- 
snerce, and a realization of the profite to be 
made by monopolizing the trade of the col- 
onies, that led to vexatious interference in 
the affairs of Anrerica and so to the ultimate

William Penn’s portrait faces the title 
page, and the colony of Pennsylvania is noted 
as being the first English colony to encourage 
immigration of Europeans other than Eng- 
lsh, Swedes, Dutch, Finns, Welsh, Germans, 
French, Scotch, and Irish, “formed a strange- 
ly cosmopolitan organization, yet all lived like 
the people of one country, prosperous and 
contented,”’ the truest type, therefore, of the 
coming nation. :

“ The first,”’ he afhrina, is a small clase, 
comparatively speaking, who are more or 


less educated, some being well educated and 


well conducted; others with a semblance of 
education and none too well behaved. The 
former constitute what may be called the 
upper fraction; the latter possess only a 
counterfelt culture and lack the essential 
elements of character and even moral per- 
ception. 

“The second class is composed of a re- 
spectable, well behaved, self-respecting ele- 
ment; sensible, though with little or no edu- 
cation, and, except when under t..e domina- 
tion of passion, good citizens. This class em- 
braces most of the more intelligent of the 
older generation who were trained in slavery, 
and a considerable element of the intelligent 
middle aged, consefvative workers of the 
race, who were trained by that generation. 
The two together may be called the back- 
bone of the race. 

“ The third class is composed of those who 
aré wholly ignorant, or in whom, though they 
have what they call education, this so-called 
education is tnaccompanied by any of the 
fruits of character which education is sup- 
posed to produce. Among these are many 
who esteem themselves in the first class, and 
because of a veneer of education are not in- 
frequently confounded with them.” | 


The first two classes, Mr. Page declares, 
may be reckoned with, but the vast per- 
centage of the growing generation belong to 
the third class, which “is like a vast slug- 
gish mass of uncooled lava over a large sec- 
tion of the country, burying some portions 
and affecting the whole.” 

Mr. Page feels no keen hopé for the fine 
development of the race. He does -not per- 
ceive in it any variety of creative power. His 
statistics are élaborate; his quotation of 
opinions extensive. The paper is writtenina 
scientific spirit. It contains no animosity. 
The author has set himself to face facts, and 
he asks others to face them. His idea is to 
give consideration to the best plan for the 
adjustment of these differing and conflicting 
races, whose destinies have been cast to- 
gether. Uncongenial comrades though they 
be, they must walk together down a seeming- 
ly endless road. Mr. Page advocates educa- 
tion for both white and black; meaning by 
education the training of heart, hand, and 
head. 

“ The alleged danger of the educated negro 
becoming a greater menace to the white than 
the. uneducated is a bugaboo which will not 
stand the test of light,’ observes Mr. Page. 
He specifies the sort of education the negro 
will find best fitted to his condition, and re- 
marks in conclusion: | 

“ Finally, and as the only sound foundation 
for the whole system of education, the negro 
must be taught the great elementary truths 
of morality and duty. Until he is so estab- 


‘lished in these that he claims to be on this 


ground the equal of the white, he can never 
be his equal on any other ground. When he 
is the equal of the white it will make itself 
known. Until then he is fighting not the 
white race, but a law of nature, universal 
and inexorable—that races rise or fall accord- 
ing to their character.”’ 


If Mr. Barrett Wendeil Lau written nothing 
else in his group of Cambridge lectures em- 
bodied in ‘‘ THE TEMPER OF THE XVII. 
CENTURY IN ENGLISH LITERATURE ” 
than his delineation of Ben Jonson, the book 
would be worth a place in the library of any 
student. Mr. Wendell is a man of eclectic 
theories, and he has one or two upon which 
he insists with more rigor and frequency 
than their proportions require. But this does 
not prevent him from having an excellent 
power of comparison, a good, if not wide, cut- 
look upon any subject related to the history 
of literature, and a clear and not too aca- 
demic. way of stating what he thinks. The 
book under discussion contrasts favorably 
with his late volume, the * Literary History 
of America,” which somehow missed at 
times the spirit of the thing he wrote about. 
Not so in the matter of the successors of 
Shakspeare. He knows them to a man—

Now IL turned to “ Sejanus*’ with a deliberate 
effort not to sympathize with the characters but 
to visualize them, not to understand but to ob- 
serve. The change in effect was such that, as I 
have just reminded myself from an old note book, 
the play kept me up long past bedtime; and 


** Jullus Cesar ’’ never did that. In truth, I have 
come to believe, Jonson, asa drama tist, was really 


‘not a poet but a paintér. (Charles Scribner’s Sona, 


publishers.) 


Mr. George Cabot Lodge has written a 
dramatic poem called “CAIN,” a subject 
loved by poets since time immémorial. Mr. 
Lodge's poem is, indeed, a product of the 
time—a product of free and catholic thought 
—a product of influences which, for lack of 
a better word, are termed Unitarian. And to 
the terrible story of the second crime is 
applied the skilled and subtle psychological 
methods which are distinctive of twentieth 
century literature. Mr. Lodge has employec 
the scriptural text as preludes and inter- 
ludes. and with italics and large type has 
made the ancient, terrible, and majestic 
tale stand out with a fresh significance. 
Cain is made to be the advocate of intel- 
lectual courage; Abel is subjected to fears. 
Cain seeks the truth, tests ideas by facts, 
looks the world in the face. Abel cringes, 
whines, skulks, prays, and dreads. Cain 
will not have these ideas transmitted to 
future generations. He slays his brother, 
hoping to slay the whole breed of devils— 
which are fears—and to make the men of 
the coming generations stand erect, look- 
ing at creation unafraid. This is, the read- 
er will perceive, a different matter thar 
the half mad revolt of Byron’s “ Cain.” 
It is the new form of impiety. Something as 
relentless as science is in Mr. Lodge’s mur- 
derous hero, although he is at last broken 
upon the wheel of unavailing grief. 

The best interest of the story, however, 
lies In the delineation of Eve, whose intul- 
tions, whose spiritua)] courage, and splendor 
of love dwarf the minds and souls of Adam, 
Cain, and Abel. No attempt has been mad+4 
to keep the ideas simple. They are as com- 
plex, as full of cross arguments as if they. 
were uttered yesterday—as they were. Mr, 
Lodge has often a sonorous line; seldom a 
lyrical one. And if the book savors more of 
Boston than of Eden, it is, all good Amert- 
cans will reflect, none the worse for that. 
(Houghtoa, Mifflin & Co.). 


Dr. Henry Van Dyke is not likely to put 
forth at any time a book to which the Amer- 
ican public will remain indifferent. He has 
written ever with so much conscientious- 
ness and unaffected scholarship, so much 
grace and warmth, that he has inclined tu 
him both the popular and the more literary 
groups of book readers. There comes now 
from his pen a small book of poems, en- 
titled “MUSIC.” There are odes, sonnets, 
legends, and lyrics. Of these latter, one is 
quoted:

OF MRS. HARROLD” (Harper & Bros., 
New York and Lendon) is the title of the 
book, and when John Harrold. the Wall 
street lawyer, falls in love with her she con- 
sents to marry him on condition that he ask 
her no questions regarding her life before

Harrold will not descend to revelations, and 
when separation comes carefully figures out 
that her share of her husband's fortune will 
enable her to live comfortably:

Mr. Garden 
hire evidently believes that he is convincing 
in what he writes, and has attempted por- 
traiture, but he fails to rise above what may* 
be called a semi-decent level. His Wall 
street magnate is imbued with a desire ts 
crush and destroy: when he is blackmailed 
by the head of the alleged “ theatrical trust ” 
he yleld@ in a matter of fact way, and does 
not attempt to conceal his admiration forthe 
mén who has bested_him: then he goes on his 
ponderous Way and thinks no more about if. 
His son, who exhibits an element of manii- 
ness in refusing to give up his footlight favor- 
ite, and finally marries her, is not the man 
the author would have us believe; the in= 
sight given into the workings of the alleged. 

theatrical trust’’ is not more interesting 
than the stories told in the daily papers. 

Finally when Mrs. Harrold breaks her 
silence, which she does toward the end of. 
the book, the reader if not more than ordi- 
narily It seems that when girl. 
she ran away from her hard hearted father; 
who lived tn St. Louis, and married a circus 
man or something; her father followed the 
couple to Australia and, after. strangling 
the young husband, returned to the United 
States and said nothing about it: the child 
wife passed through a long ilinesse such as 
if presented in the melodramas given on the 
stages of outlying theaters, and married 
again; the second husband died, and t 
the twice bereaved made her matrimon 
compact with the enamored Mr. Harrold: 
It also may be mentioned that the blood- 
thirsty and infuriated father died in an 
early chapter and another man was conyieté 
ed of the crime, but the latter was released 
because he wasn’t gullty. 

Mr. Gardenhire spends too much. time ig 
talking to himself; no attempt is made at 
analysis of character, although the impres 
sion may obtain in the mind of the reader 
that the author’s monologues are a-move in 
that direction. It is not too much tosay that 
the story is interesting and shows promisé.

Wenrick was carried oh ‘a stretcher to the 
track hospital, where he lived ofly twenty 
minutes, never regaining consciousness. — 

‘Wenrick was born in New York and was 
with W. C. Whitney for three years under 
the tutelage of John Rogers. His first wir- 
ning mount was Mimon, which he rode at 
Baltimore last November. The boy's father 
is here and will take the body east for burial. 

Just before the first race John O'Neil, 
formerly manager of the Christy “‘ get rich 
quick ” concern, committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himeelf in the head at his room only a 
few steps from Oaklawn.
